He  was  in  fact  a  shop-keeper  for  much  of  the 
earlv  part  of  his  life.  It  is  his  very  commonness 
which  makes  him  the  model  for  all  fmg™ 

ments.  It  is  inspiring  even  as  it  is  challenging. 

The  path  to  spiritual  bliss  was  by  no  rneans  an 
easy  one  for  Tukaram.  He  had  to  f.ght  hard  and 
long  against  human  frailties  llke  Prld,,e'  ®nagne.r 
and  desire.  His  allies  were  sustained  effort  and 

unflinching  faith. 

Perhaps  the  only  native  asset  that  Tukaram 
started  with  was  a  streak  of  poetry.  His  poetry 
though  simple  is  grand  in  its  simplicity.  Not  for 
him  the  intellectualisms  of  metaphysical  poets. 
His  Abhanns  have  the  simplicity  and  the  gran-
